NEW SOIL SAVING. 


METHODS WILL BE 
SHOWN GROWERS 


Camp on Arrow Highway Will 
Be Occupied May 1 and 
Work Plans Made 


New soil saving methods will be 
demonstrated on citrus groves and 
the Upland-Cuca- 
monga district by the men who 
will on May 1 occupy the soil con- 
servation camp on Arrow high- 
way. 

CCC camp enrollees now at Palos 
Verdes will occupy the buildings 
between Upland and Cucamonga, 
The camp members will work un- 
der the direction of U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture experts in 
demonstrating soil saving methods 
on representative individual farms, 

The methods will include the ad- 


; dition of organic material to the 
soil, the growing of cover crops, 


the use of annual ditches across the 
slopes, conservation of winter rain+ 
fall and the control of excess run- 
off of water. Jn addition a con- 
‘rol program may be developed in 
the wind eroded areas. 

Where new plantings are made 
the advantage of planting on the 
contour will be demonstrated. 
Other erosion control devices, such 
as check dams, will be built where 
needed. 

Work will be carried on in co- 

peration with the farmers and in- 
terested state and local agencies. 
To establish the demonstration, the 
oil conservation service agrees to 
provide technical plan-
